They have learned their part but 
are not ready to deliver it.

For 
liflceii centuries that sparkling, per- 
ceptive nation which .settled in I lie 
poetic environment of Greece has 
been dcvclojiing a language for its 
I'onveyame— a language pure, beau- 
tiful, lloxilile and profound. With- 
in the emlirai e of this language is the 
noblest culture and the deepest phil- 
osophy, llie widest range of tliought 
known to the world. Greece had 
brought fortli a Pericles, a i'hidias, a 
Socrates, a Plato, an Aristotle, 
and each of these had in turn instruct- 
ed, elevated, beautified and deepened 
Greek thought.

I lirlieve 
she will have H message to delivin'. 
Loi keil lip ill her fervid soul is a 
stern rebuke lo our too cold, inuteriul- 
islic, western coneeplloli of religion.

The ilews, like \ esuvius, seem 
burnt out by their past doliverBiioe; 
bill, like Vesuvius, deep down there 
burns and surges a mighty Are that 
in I be coining years wfll once more 
light up (be world. 

Ill the early part of this ilisi oiir-e 
I refcrrcil to that people who made 
their ports on (lie llritannian isles 
and tlieir lionie u|iou the aeas. They, 
(hrongli us, their ehlldren, are pi-o- 
claimiiig that tlie individunl itkiiiij. 
That the ebaiii that has lionnd him a 
klave t.i his elan, his slate, his ruler, 
must fall. To-duy pvcry man who 
walks our soil wears au invisible 

II gh real cruwn. 

The Na/.aieiie gave this theorem to 

Hie world but iiol iinlil now has any 
one been able to solve and CNponnd 
the pi nlili'iii. dill of this independ- 
ent e.xi-toiiee Ihere is to come no con- 
fusion, but a I'loscr union. It took 
no propiiclie vision for that apostle 
of iiidividiiulily to sing :

To-day lie holds great truths in bis

;'urri'd in which tlie siijjiitest abrasions 
of Ihe euticli'bv means of the finger- 
nail have rc.sufted in malignant, even 
fatal, inllaininations. 

It. from any eaii.se, the nail bei'iinics 
tliick and inebi.stio, it soon becomes 
rough, and assumes the appearance of 
a:i nxerescnnci! rather tlinn an orna- 
menl. In this ennditiiin if is mneh ninri' 
ilillii'iill In lii'rp I'li'aii. I n avniii this, 
the bund should not he subjected to the 
action of strong alkalies, such as qulok- 
Ume, etc.; neltlier should foreign sub- 
stances no removed from tlie surfiico by 
sernping, as. from the pceulinr niaunei 
of its growth, this will cause tbe nail tu 
thicken. 

'I'll cleanse tiio surface and tlie mar- 
gin adjoining tho skin, a soft nail-brush, 
niibl soa|). and soft water shonid be ap- 
piieil once e leh ilay. while the fon i'Lii 
matter, ai'i'innnlau'il umler ihe Ini' 
niai'irin slnnilil be removed lis often as 
till' hands are washed, by passlne the 
riiniid >d point of n small Knlfo-Elade 
once or twiee beneadi i(. 

This be'lig ilniie wliile (he nail is wet, 
one movement will generally be siilli- 
eient to remove tile siilisianci! cnni 
pielely: but care shonid be taken tn ile- 
(a 'Il lio more of the nail, as this may. il 
repeated, cause tho detached marein lo 
r. ei'ile until it is nccessary. to allow a 
will.' growth to protect tho end of the 
linger. 

'I'lio paring should also be done while 
tbe nail Is soft from washing, widi an 
instrument whii'b will inalie a perfectly 
smimth edge, and snllieienlly ntt™ ti 
limit the breaillli nf the free margin le 
aliiiiil nin'-twi'lf(h of an ineli. 'I'hi.- 
ln'i'adlli is bi'st. ospeciidly in (lie ease nl 
pei snns who have to do rough work 
Willi (he liands, for two reasons; it pre 
vents the breaking of (be nail and alsr 
the accumnlatinn nf mneh foreign sub 
stance. The corners should not ne very 
closely cut, or the troublesome eomli- 
tlon kpown as Ingrown nail may he pro 
dneod. 

To prevent the breaking of the eiiti- 
ele near the root of the nail (eoinnioniy 
called "hang-nail"), the skin should In 
pressed— not 6cra()ed— loose from tlu 
nail at least once a week. — i'otiM't 
Vuinuanion.

Aecoriliugto I, a (lazi lli (hiiiiraiihi'jiic 
Cif the (u'ogiapliical Society of I'aris. 
the niniiir thai the t'zar of Kiissia will 
-null a^>iime the aililitioiial title of V.m- 
pi'i'iir of t'etitral ..V^iii is contiriucd. Thi> 
[iiililication asserts thai iheeereiimnv nl 
coroiuition will take place with great 
pomp at Sanuircand, in Turkestan, once 
llie center of .science and coinracrco iu 
.•\sia. and the capital of Taiuerlaiio's 
great em|iire. 

Whatever objections England may 
have to Uii.;sia's rapid advance toward 
India, il can not be denieil. even by 
those who are most jealous of Uussia's 
Asiatic enterprises, that her advent into 
the countries lieynml the (':ispiaii has 
greatly bcneliteil them. People can now 
move alioul with some degive of com- 
fort and security, and trade can be safely 
cairled on over the steppes of the bar- 
barous 'I'urctimans. Such ihiring jour^ 
neys as tile ride to Khi'.a ami the trip 
to'Merv. which made llurnaliy and 
O'Uonovan famous, are found now by 
Knssian explorers and by travelers like 
Lansdell lo involve no dangers and lo 
be comparatively ea-y ami agreeable. 

The soei:il eiiaagi's that Kiissia is 
working on; ;inii):it; the mo-'t iiiit;imahle 
hordes of .K-ia ;u'i' ipiite remarkable, 
its government inlliienees maintained 
by many military posts, lis 'I'rans-Cas- 
pi:in r;i:Ir'i:ul now coiiijilete bi'twcen 
Ki';i-niHoil-k on the ( 'i.spiau ami li:iini. 
its steauihoals on the Caspian and the 
sea of Aral, the schools it has oiieued 
at Tashkend. the explorers It has sent 
over the ciinnlry iu every ilireelion. its 
vigoi'i.n.. '■Il'irl- lo i'i'e;il.' a ileiiiaiid for 
its manufacture.-, are all helping lo 
change the conditions of life on the 
plateaus of Tiirke.stan. It has put \U 
foot on the iufaniniis Tiiri niiiaii slave 
trade, which has desohiieil ihousaml- 
of hmnes in eastern IVr-ia. for 
the purpose cliielly of tilling the 
liaiems of Turkesi;in. Kussia h;i^ 
closed the slave iii:irkels of Ivliiva 
and liokhara released |o,o ii -hne> 
in i\hiv;i aliine and ^eiil theni back lo 
their hiimi - in l'ersi;i. This ha- greatly 
increased Kiissia's inlluence in the 
Shah's dominions. 

Political rivalry has not inspired any 
other Knro]i''an power to emulate the 
untiring I'liergi wilh which Russia h:i- 
for nearly tweiiiy years pushed fonvard 
her work of geographical research and 
aggrandi'/.i'incni. It is within bnunds 
III s;iy that no country in recnt lime- 
h:is ]'ri)liteil so much as Kiissi;! by g.'o 
gr;ii)hieal cxjilnralioii. ami no e(nititr\ 
has been belter .-erveil by il- 
explorers. The sciciililio result'. 
of their wanderings for years in 
the wilds of Turkestan ami Moiigoli;i, 
and the <'om';igi'. einlurance. a:u' 
|iatience they h;i\ .' -howM. pl e e I're 
jevalsky and his eomraile'i in the tir>t 
rank among travelers. They have siir. 
veycd the eastern shon-s of tlic Ca p a i 
and Aral Seas, the b .si.i of the Onus, a 
a large part of the elevated steppes of 
l':i.mir. much of the country bonlcrini: 
on Afglnini-tau. and lliev have niailc 
e\leii«ive journeys j'l Tliih't. .M.m- 
golia. and the (iobi de-ert. ,\ rou'ci'i; 
the railroad now eoinpleted to ri:;ini 
has been surveyed lo II 'rat. in .\fglian- 
istaii. only IW mile~ finni the p e-eiit 
terminus of llie Kritish Indian line al 
Quetta. The Czar now claims as his 
dominions all the vast territory In-tween 
the Caspain and .\firliaiii-t:iii. 

Tiioilgh politiiiil imi'.ivi's m:iy hav 
been the chief impelling fori e iu carry- 
ing Hussia's flag forwMnl. the commer- 
cial rewards of her enlerpri-e bid fair 
to amply repay the cost. Hue and 
(iaiiet tolil. flirty years ago. of the 
ipnintities of nn'reliati'lis ' Iiroiiglit by 
i'ar;i\ans fi-niii tlie l[u>-iaii frontier tli.it 
they found iu the markets of Mougolia. 
I'hiliet. and China. Kussia is now striv- 
ing to gain access to her growlngOricnlal 
nnirkets by means of modern faeilities 
of transportation, and to inerea.se her 
commerce by entering into closer rela- 
tions with the people of Central Asia. 
Steam already carries her goods into 
Persia and a considerable distanoa east 
uf the Caspian Sea.— M T, Sun,

Sag,' 
is often kept many years in good conili- 
liun by simply cutting back; biitolien 
it needs starting quite anew. Tills may 
be done by Inking ciillings of the old 
plant and burying llieio down deep in 
llie ground so that the tops of the .-.ho ii^ 
are barely above the surface. 'Ihe-c 
root well and soon roakn good plants. 
There are other herbs u-efiil on some 
occasions; but these aru e.s.sential lo
